building. The exposition management 
provided a number of special features 
in honor of President Taft's visit, such 
its special musical programs and elab- 
orate Illuminations and fireworks. Fri- 
day evening. Oct. ]. President Taft 
^pent In Tacoma, which he reached by 
special boat from Seattle. Here the 
truthfulness of that signboard legend, 
"You'll Like Tacoma," was proved be- 
yond doubt, as (ho president smilingly 
observed. Then cnuie a night trip to 
Portland, which was reached Satur- 
day morning, Oct. 2. In the afternoon 
the president addressed tho public at 
the National Guard armory, where 
also 'was held a general reception in 
the evening. 
Later a banquet was 


served nt the Hotel Portland, at which 
350 guests were present. The follow- 
ing Sunday afternoon President Taft 
laid the cornerstone for the First Dui- 
versallst church of Portland.'of which 
Dr. James D. Cosby is pastor.
